XPLAINING the new wheat 
scheme of the Free State Government, 
_. Mr. D. J. Curran, Instructor in 
ogee for County Cork, points out 
by th f 
y ‘he grower for the first two years in 
which the scheme will be in enetathin. 
ese prices are 23s. 6d. per barrel of 20 
stones for millable wheat sold between the 
ist August and 15th December, and for that 
sold after the 1st January 25s. barrel. 
(2). Each miller to be required 
purchase’ in each cereal year home-grown 
wheat to represent a definite percentage of 
the wheat milled by him during the year, 
and that this percentage may be varied within 
any year, should circumstances render such 
course necessary. (5), Buyers of wheat will 
have to be registered. (4). All growers of 
wheat who desire to take advantage of the 
scheme are to be registered. Registered 
growers must furnish aise 1st May each 
year a statement of the area they have 
sown under wheat, and to give such other 
information as may be required from time 
to time. (5). Registered growers are tó 
sell their wheat only to registered buyers in 
order to benefit by the scheme, and the 
price at which the wheat is sold is to be 
a matter between the buyer and seller, 


How Price Will Be Regulated. 

Registered growers are to be guaranteed 
the difference between the average price 

aid for wheat sold under the scheme 
uring a particular period and the standard 
price for that same period. 

The average price referred to is to be 
based on the quantity of wheat purchased 
amha the whole country during the 
period, and the price paid íor that total 
quantity. Some growers may have sold their 
wheat at a basic price of 14s. per barrel 
of 20 stones, others at 16s., and others, still, 
at 18s., or, rhaps, 20s. per barrel. If 
the average of all be taken at, say, 18s., the 
difference between this figure and the 
standard price for the first period above 
mentioned—23s. 6d. per barrel—is 5s. 6d. 

Accordingly, the grower who sells his 
wheat at basic price of 18s. per barrel, gets 
in all, when he is paid his subsidy 
per barrel, while he who has sold at 14s. 
gets only 19s. 6d. per barrel altogether. 
Similarly, the man who has sold at a basic 
price of 20s. per barrel gets 25s. 6d. of a 
total and so on. It is, therefore, in the 
interests of growers that they should sell 
their millable wheat at prices not less than 
— ensure for them the full standard 
values.

TWO ENEMIES OF PROFITABLE 
PRODUCTION, 


RITING on this page a fortnight ago 

we quoted definition of marginal 

farming as farming ‘‘just on the 
borderland -of profitable production,” and 
we pointed out that margins thus defined 
will change, from time to time, in accord- 
ance with the pressure of prices; costings, 
and, in fact, all the pressures of competitive 
agriculture. It might be added that as these 
pressures change also from place to place, 
no hard. and fast. rules can be laid down as 
to what constitutes “ marginal’ farming 
over even so small an area as our own little 
island, , 
Marginal farming, indeed, is not always 
recognised when it is seen. A thrifty, in- 
dustrious, unmarried farmer may occasionally 
undersell his ory signa and tend to reduce 
their income whilst making a success of the 
job he has set himself to accomplish, and 
whether such farming is marginal or not may 
depend no less on the ability or inability of 
his neighbours to compete with him than on 
own. pr pp in this case, may. turn on 
costings. -In others it may turn on the treat- 
ment of the land itself. A United States re 
port ES the results obtained in Living- 
stone County where, by throwing the area of 
a farm from which only poor results could be 
obtained into pasture, results from the good 
cropping areas are improved to such a point 
that 148 acres became the equivalent of 166, 
although the acreage remained unchanged. 
In a Scottish’ investigation it has been found 
that increasing the area under grass ‘‘ facili- 
tates the rearing of young stock, particularly 
sheep,” and that “long grass _ rotations, 
especially in the poorer districts, are more 
suited to the times than short rotations.’ 


Reclamation, Conservation and 


Costing. 


These investigations need to be borne in 
mind when the question of what is or what is 
not marginal farming is being considered. 
The sentiment against “ ranching” in this 
country—natural and within limits healfhy— 
sometimes needs correcting like those just 
cited, Here is another: Certain local loan 
associations in the United States have found 
that loans on sub-marginal land advanced to 
farmers have resulted in losses. This does 
not, of course, mean that no effort is to be 
made to bring back into a state of efficiency 
land which Bie deteriorated, or to render 
cultivable areas which had previously been 
uncultivable, Such efforts may reward the 
industry, efficiency and intelligence of the 
individual farmer, though more often they 
will be outside the scope of the small private 
capitalist. : 
larnation work on the Zuyder Zee in 
Holland through the use of rice grass has been 
initiated experimentally by the East Anglian 
Institute at Chelmsford on tidal lands at 
depths of six to ten feet, and the plant has 
rendered the mud and sand it binds together 
firm enough to be trodden upon by live stock 
and men in safety, and has ultimately pro- 
duced grazing attractive to the cattle. Such 
attempts, however, are generally suited only 
for public authorities. e have slob lands 
and bog lands enough in Ireland to give a 
wide scope for such a type of experiment. 
The ‘point to bear in mind, however, is that, 
without exact knowledge, careful statistical 
equipment and all the armoury of an exact 
survey, work upon marginal or sub-marginal 
land may merely lead to bringing about those 
uneconomic types of farming which it 
becomes more necessary every year to avoid. 
if ** marginal ’’ farming adds to the problem 
of “ surplus,’’ the last state of farming may 
become worse than the first. 


What Are Agricultural Surpluses? 


What, then, do we mean in this connection 
by ‘‘ surplus ’’? Might not the phrase already 
used to define ‘ marginal farming ” cover it 
also? Is not surplus farming the farming 
which is “' just on the borderland of profitable 
production.”’? This definition leaves too much 
to the imagination, but it contains this im- 
rtant element of truth, that in surplus farm- 
ing as in marginal farming we have in its 
two most frequent guises the farmer's worst 
foe—unprofitable production. There is, how- 
ever, a difference in the outer aspects in which 
these two forms of wastage come up for 
judgment, Surplus involves that portion of 
production of a supply for which there is 
either no demand or such feeble demand as 
involves a loss in sale to the producer, but 
marginal farming involves production under 
conditions which, though the price would he 
commercially satisfactory for the producer if 
the cultivation were carried on ci average 
conditions, involves (like surplus) a loss when 
the conditions because abnormal, handicap 
that producer through his costings, so that 
his crops cr cattle prove tvo costly to bring 
hire any profit, 

The marginal farmer is bringing to market 
a commodity which he must sell at or below 
the cost of production; the ‘‘ surplus ” farmer 
is placing on the market a commodity which, 
because there is no effective demand, he, tov, 
must sell at or below production costs. How 
seriously a community may suffer‘from either 
or both these sources of economic leakage 
may be seen in the efforts made te 
dispose of wheat, tobacco and cotton in 
the United States, where, though hundreds 
of thousands cf people could ‘do 
with’’ mare, food, eething or smoker, the 
producer has outran effective demand by con- 
tinuing to produce, in some cases on mar- 
ginal jand, what is for practical purposes a 
surplus crop. A case in point, which comes 
neerer home, is milk, about which, among 
both the suppliers to the towns in England 
and. those farmers in Scotland who handed 
themselves together in. the Scottish Milk 
near in order. to improve their price, 
there is much dissatisfaction, 


Surplus, the State and the Individual, 
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FLUKE OR LIVER ROT 
IN SHEEP. 


N a wet season liver fluke, as sheep- 
breeders know, is apt to take a heavy 

_ toll of our flocks, particularly in low- 
ying, marshy districts. Briefly, the history 
of the pest is this :— i 
The fluke itself is an animal organism 
found breeding in the liver of the sheep, 
where it produces thousands of eggs, which 
are excreted in the dung. These hatch 
in the course of a few, weeks, when and 
where conditions for hatching are suitable. 
The embryos swim about in ponnds or 
ditches, or manage to exist somehow on 
any ground, so long as it is sufficiently wet. 
When they meet the water snail (limnea 
truncatula), they bore into its body and 
there multiply. Where the snail is not 
found, however, the embryos die, as they 
are not able to find food in any other way. 
The surviving organisms later leave the 
snail and return to the water, and, after, 
become attached to grass or other objects, 
enveloping themselves in a _ cement-like 
material. They stay in this condition for 
some months, and are just visible to the 
naked eye as tiny whitish spots on green 
grass blades. From this position they are 
taken again into the system of the sheep 
and begin the cycle afresh. 
In a finke-infested district an infected 
animal usually seems to do well in the early 
stages of attack, possibly owing to the in- 
creased activity of the liver, but later it 


falls off in condition, and, after the appear- . 


ance of dropsical swellings under the jaws 
and between the si ott with other 
symptoms, it gets worse and dies. 

The steps to take against the disease in 
order of their importance are the following :— 
First, proper drainage of the soil, second, 
dressing the land with copper sulphate (blue- 
stone) so as o destroy the snail; third, more 
care to change sheep from low-lying land in 
autumn and winter, when fluke is most 
likely to be contracted; fourth, the curative 
treatment of infected sheep by means of ‘an 
extract from the male fern, or by carbon 
tetrachloride. 

The use of carbon tetrachloride in the 
treatment of fiuke is now common and the 
drug is safe and efficacious provided certain 
conditions are fulfilled. The correct dose 
is one cubic centimeter for each sheep. As 
bad results may follow the use of too large 
or too small a dose, only capsules guaran- 
teed to contain the correct dose should be 
purchased. A guarantee of purity should 
also be obtained. In the case of sheep re- 
ceiving hand feeding this should be dis- 
continued for at least four days prior to 
the administration of carbon tetrachloride 
and grass alone allowed during this period. 


NATIONAL PLOUGHING 
COMPETITION , 


TO BE HELD IN CO. DUBLIN. 


N the national ploughing competition, open 
| to teams of three from any county in 
Ireland, the honour was carried off during 
the past two years by teams representing 
County Wexford, while the individual cham- 
sions were Edward Jones in 1931 and Michael 
edmond in 1932, who competed at Athy and 
Gorey, respectively. 
The next championship ri oy competi- 
tion will take place at Newlands, Clondalkin, 
County Dublin, on Wednesday, 15th Febru- 
ary next, Entries should be made to Mr. T. 
Ward, County Instructor in Agriculture, 1 
Cavendish row, Dublin. In connection with 
this competition the Royal Dublin Society 
has offered a perpetual cup for the best pair 
of pure-bred fish draught horses, or horses 
of Irish draught type, taking part in the 
competition. This should give a stimulus to 
the use of Irish draught horses in this impor- 
tant competition. 


HAY IN NORTHERN IRELAND. 


The total! vield of the hay crop in Northern 
Ireland in 1932 is estimated at 784,628 tons, 
as follows:—First year’s hay, 212,691. tons; 
second and third year’s hay, 128,590 tons; 
and permanent meadow, 445,347 tons. The 
estimated average yield of the entire crop is 
1.7 tons per statute acre, as against 1.9 tons 
in 1931, and 1.7 tons in 1930. The average 
yield for the five vears 1927-1931 amounted 
to 1.8 tons per statute acre,

nd. Is there any final solution for such 
problems? 

The new policy now being evolved in 
Britain is frankly experimental, It is hoped, 
by means of the Agricultural Marketing Act, 
to restrict supplies, and so keep demand 
and supply under definite control, en con- 
trol on a general scale is attempted there are 
obvious and serious dangers, but the prob- 
lems of a paying price for milk, wheat and 
meat are held to have passed beyond the 
powers of the community to settle otherwise 
than. through State action. 

Our own circumstances are, on the other 
hand, so complexified by State action that 
normal conditions of supply and demand are 
suspended, and the farmer does not know 
which way to turn, Any counsel, in the cir- 
cumstances, is, perhaps, a counsel of perfec- 
tion, and can only, therefore, be put for- 
ward tentatively. But we think that, for 
the present, the individual farmer should 
avoid any experiment in land reclamation. 
drainage or new_methods of cultivation until 
he has either worked out the costs or obtained 
assured evidence of profitable production, On 
the other hand, as we have pointed. out in a 
previous article, he must produce the largest 
quantity of the best quality of produce his 
land will without. seriously increasing 
his costs, but—so as to prevent too serious a 
protien of surplus—he should diversify his 
g, not oe himself to a single 
line of deve if: his farm allows of 
more than one lucrative outlet, 
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|THE FINISHING TOUCHES 
FOR TURKEYS AND 
TABLE FOWL. 


the Christmas market, much can be 

done to improve and finish turkeys and 
table birds, Despite the discrepancy be- 
tween the price of foodstuffs and the prices 
ruling for table poultry, it will be found of 
considerable advantage to pay attention to 
detail during the remaining period of fatten- 
ing. Recently in the West of Ireland flocks 
of turkeys were noticed roving about the 
bare fields, apparently insufficiently fed, and 
searching for anything that weuld satisfy 
their appetite. ‘they were noticeably lanky 
and bony. Very probably the owners did 
not consider it worth while to go to the 
trouble of fattening these birds, considering 
market prices unprofitable. Now, this is a 
mistake. For, after all, the birds presumably 
have to be sold; then why not try and secure 
the best possible price per bird? Thein, bony 
birds cannot be expected to fetch anything 
but a pony price. And most often it is the 
people who turn out poultry m such a 
despicable condition who find most to 
grumble about. Therefore, if any of our 
readers should fee] disposed to neglect the 
finishing process of turkeys, geese and 
chickens, on the plea that it does not pay, 
we would strongly urge them to reconsider 
this narrow view. To produce tne best, as 
has been said repeatedly, should be the aim 
of every poultry-keeper who has the in- 
terests of the industry at heart. 

Turkeys, even when small, should be 
plump and well-finished. Feed liberally on a 
good wet mash, such as a mixture of Sussex 
ground oats, boiled potatoes and pollard, or 
the ground oats alone, wet, where possible 
with milk. Barley meal, mexeu with pollard 
and potatoes, is also splendid when wet with 
milk. All these foods produce the white 
flesh that is so desirable. It is a mistake 
to feed maize meal to fattening birds, except 
in very limited quantities, and then when 
mixed with other foods. It produces a yellow 
flesh, which is not at all an asset. Remember 
that turkeys, when fattening, should always 
have a supply of pure grit. This is neces- 
sary to enable them to digest all the soft 
food. 

The mash may be fed twice or thrice daily, 
according to choice. Whatever method is in- 
troduced should be continued to the end, 
and the meals provided at the same time each 
day. When using the ground oats, much 
better results are obtained if it is wet twelve 
hours before required and allowed to ferment. 
The morning feed should be wet overnight 
and vice versa. It should be fed in troughs 
In a semi-liquid condition. The right con- 
sistency is neither too stiff nor too soft. 
When held in the hand it should not run 
through the fingers. Allow half-an-hour for 
each meal, and then at once remove any food 
left over, as it quickly becomes sour. In the 
evening, after the last feed, give about two 
ounces per bird of grains, such as wheat, 
oats, kibbled maize, or a mixture of the 
three. Feed this also in the troughs. 

If artificial light is available, the best time 
to give the last feed would be about 8 p.m.

Shelter Necessary. 

During this finishing ba which gener- 
ally lasts about a fortnight, the turkeys should 
be greatly restricted in hberty. They should 
be accommodated in any large shed or out- 
house, where they are sheltered from wet and 
cold, and at the same time have plenty of 
ventilation. An open-fronted house, with a 
south or south?west aspect is admirable. It 
must, of course, be kept spotlessly clean. 
Every day it should be thoroughly cleaned 
out, keeping dry litter on the floor. During 
this operation, the birds could be allowed a 
run in the open for an hour or so. Adequate 
perches should be fitted in the house. They 
should not bé more than a few.inches off the 
floor, as high ilying is very dangerous and 
detrimeutal to fattening birds. 

Keep these few points in mind, and by 
carrying them out it should be possible for 
any rearer of turkeys to turn out a good 
quality product at Christmas; or, if birds are 
still backward, later. For it is well to bear 
in mind that if birds are not sufficiently 
plump and finished in time for Christmas, 
then it is wiser to hold them over to the 
New Year. Aim always to put the best on 
the market, even if you cannot get in as 
early as if putting up an inferior article. 

Chickens will be equally responsive to the 


treatment prescribed for turkeys; but, if pos- 
sible, they should be put in a fattening coop 
for the last two weeks. 

Where coops are not obtainable, they 
should be confined in a comfortable house. 
Chickens will not require the grain. food, 
They may be finished entirely on the soft 
mash of ground oats or mixture. The birds 
will do better if allowed to fast the first day 
they are put in to fatten. They will then be 
eager for the mash when it appears. Other- 
wise, if they are fed immediately, they. will 
have little inclination to eat im the strange 
surroundings, and may go off the feed 
entirely, taking a longer period to recover 
from loss of appetite, Fasting first is a very 
safe plan. Chickens and turkeys should be 
fattened separately. Often one is inclined to 
allow them both run together. In this way 
the chickens do not get a good chance of the 
food in the troughs, and often quarrels arise 
which are the cause of considerable set-back. 
It is certainly much easier and much more 
satisfactory to manage the flocks separately. 


Keep Geese to Themselves, 


When geese are being prepared for market 
they deserve a little more attention—some- 
times a good deal more—than they usually 
get. We cannot expect the now denuded fields 
to provide sufficient food to finish the birds 
and produce a good plump breast. It is 
remarkable what a difference even one small 
feed per day makes to these birds. It is best 
given in the evening when they are put into 
their house. Here again the geese ought to 
have a house to themselves. Any kind of a 
shed or shelter that has a dry litter and 
affords protection from wind and rain is 
sufficient, 

Crushed oats, barley or wheat mixed with 
potatoes, pulped raw -or cooked, and fed in 
troughs, is a mixture beloved by the e 
kind. Certainly they should have-ity at least, 
for the remaining days or weeks of their 
alloted span, but. the wise rearer wi i 
from the beginning of winter. Some, indeed, 
feed geese from the outset, and, no doubt, it 


is well worth while. 


One tip more, Before putting turkeys in to 
fatten be sure to separate the stock birds 
that you intend for next breeding season. It 
will not improve them to put up forced flesh: 
They should be allowed free range, and, while 
liberally fed, should not be allowed to become 
soft or over-fat. A good, hard, well-covered 
condition is what they require.

Arguments on behalf of the Presbyterian 
“special defendants ” were advanced during 
the continued hearing of the appeal in the 
case of the Governors of the Erasmus Smith 
Schools against the Attorney-General and 
others. The appeal, which is brought by the 
Governors, “is: from a judgment of the High 
Court declaring that the paramount intention 
of Erasmus ith in endowing the schools 
was educational, and not religious.

Campbell, and Mr. W.:Hamill (in- 
structed by Messrs, Dickie, Coulter and 
Hamill) for the Presbyterian “ special de- 
fendants,”’ 

At the sitting of the Court, 

The Chief Justice referred to the position 
in which thé appeal stood on the previous 
evening, when, on the conclusion of the case 
for the appellants, a discussion took place on 
the question of which party should next ad- 
dress the Court; of Mr. Dickie’s right to be 
heard, and of the position of the Attorney- 
General. 

The Court, said the Chief Justice, had been 
thinking over the matter, and would make 
the position clear, That Court was in a 
different position from a court of first in- 
stance, and had to hear everything which 
had been before the judge and ruled upon by 
the judge. Mr. Dickie had been admitted 
to represent in the High Court parties who 
were added as defendants having a special 
interest in the endowment, so. that they 
would hear Mr. Dickie. They would not 
call upon the Attorney-General for the pre- 
sent, and it became a question then of the 
order in which they would hear Mr. Lavery 
and Mr. Dickie and of how to make the best 
use of the two days remaining of this term 
on which they would hear the appeal. If it 
did not inconvenience Mr. Lavery and his 
colleagues, the Court would be glad to hear 
him. Then Mr. Dickie would follow, and 
when Mr. Dickie had made his case they 
would hear the Attorney-General. 


CASE EMBARRASSED. 


Mr. Lavery said that, while he was entirely 
in the hands of the Court, he submitted that 
it would be very embarrassing for him to 
open his case and make his case while one 
of the parties who was sustaining an adverse 
case had not been heard. Their lordships 
had now heard the case for three weeks, 
made by the plaintiffs, for the Protestant 
character of the foundation, and Mr. Dickie, 
apart from any minor differences, was making 
substantially the same case. 

The Chief Justice—He has a special case. 

Mr. Lavery said that Mr. Dickie was going 
to make not only some sort of individual 
case, but had also, as the major part of his 
case—if one might judge from his case in 
the High Court—the same case as the plain- 
tiffs. 

The Chief Justice said that if Mr. Dickie 
made any new case that Mr. Lavery wanted 
to answer, Mr. Lavery would have the fullest 
opportunity to ó“ so. 

Mr. Lavery—We felt. im the Court below 
that this case had been greatly embarrassed 
by the introduction of another person to 
sustain the same interest. 

Chief Justice—Personally, I do not think 
it is the same interest, but a very distinct 
interest. 

Mr. Lavery, having consulted with his 
colleagues, said that he did view with fear 
and trembling—(lacghter)—-Mr. Dickie’s posi- 
tion in the offing. His position was that 
Mr. Dickie was supporting the plaintiffs’ 
case. Mr. Dickie was raising a constitutional 
question, which, if he succeeded in ia, might 
result in the Attorney-General noi; being 
heard. 

The Chief Justice said that if Mr. Dickie 
argued that, they would have to hear the 
Attorney-General on it. 

Mr. Lavery said that, although he was 
ready to go on, he would respectfully ask 
the Court to call on Mr. Dickie, as he had 
allied himself with the plaintiffs. 

The Chief Justice said that the Court did 
not want to embarrass Mr, Lavery or force 
him to go on, and they would call on Mr, 
Dickie. 

Mr. Dickie then dealt with the position 
of the. Attorney-General in relation to the 
administration of a charity, and submitted 
that the counter-claim brought by the chents 
of Mr. Lavery and Mr. Gavan Duffy could 
not be considered by the Court. at all, be- 
cause that jurisdiction had not been properly 
invoked. The Attorney-General was entitled 
to be there, if he represented the whole 
public, and the Court could ask him to be 
there. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—There is no in- 
dividual here who has any private interests. 

Mr. Dickie contended that there were 
private interests in this matter. The 
Attorney-General could be there for an 
absent charity. He knew of no absent 
charity except the Church of Ireland, and 
he did not know if the Attorney-Generai 
represented the Charch of Irelznd. 


POSITION OF ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL. 


Proceeding, Mr. Dickie said that nobody 
told the Court what happened to the deed 
from 1657 until the ae yc day. From 
beginning to end he had never heard the 
Ennis Grammar School mentioned. The 
Charter allowed the buildimg of three schools, 
and the fact was that they werp working 
under the deed, and ‘built four schools, that 
at Ennis existing from 1689 to 1891. _ 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—There is no pleading or 
evidence that that school was built in 1689. 

Replying to the Chief Justice, Mr. Dickie 
said that his contention. was that the 
Attorney-General had no right to appear for 
his clients—the three persons acting on be- 
half of the Presbyterians. The Attorney- 
General was not invited to represent the 
Presbyterian Educational Committee and the 
Rev. J. L. Morrow, who was the Moderator 
at the time. 

The Chief Justice—The Attorney-General 
has informed the Court that he has been in 
correspondence with them and that he under- 
took to present their views here. I do 
not know if yon are conscious of making a 
very serious and grave challenge against a 
member of the Bar. 

Mr. Dickie said that he did not challenge 
the Attorney-General’s right to appear for 
parties not represented in the Court, 

Continuing, Mr. Dickie said that the only 
thing that to be decided was what was 
this charity. Was it. a Protestant charity 
without any limitation with regard to. the 
Catechism to be taught, vr the Catechism 
provided by the Assembly of Divines—in 
other words, Presbyterianism I'he Presby- 
terian body at no time made a test. 

Chief Justice—I am afraid we. cannot 
accept you as a theologival expert. 


FOUNDED ON DEED. 


Mr.. Dickie said that the case which he 
intended to pat before their lordships was 
that this charity was founded by and based 
entirely on the deed of 1657, and that, the 
deed was not affected in any way by any of 
the. subsequent: documents, ex¢ept to the 
extent that. the charter, incorporated a body 
of trustees to execute the trusts of the deed ;

“ Every portion of land of every kind, 
said Mr. Dickie, “ no matter how it got into 
the possession of the trustees, and sub- 
sequently into the possession of the Corpora- 
tion—I do not care where it came from; 
whether by accretion, grant or anything else 
—is subject to the trusts of the deed, and 
those only, except in so far as they may be 
varied by the Act of 10 Geo. L.”’ 

That was the proposition which he was 
going to put before their lordships, and on 
which he based his case. There was a second, 
and incidental, matter, and he believed 
the Attorney-General agreed that, if it were 
decided by their lordships that he was 
wrong in that, and that the charter was the 
leading document, the teaching of Ushers 
Catechism was a mandatory condition which 
must be carried out, 


RELIGIOUS POSITION. 

Mr. Dickie then went on to deal with the 
position of the Church at the date when the 
deed was executed, 

The. Chief Justice—When 
Church, what do you mean? ae 

Mr. Dickie—What was the position with 
regard to the powers of any religious body 
over schools, and restrictions on masters or 
otherwise, at the time when this deed was 
made, and whether there were any or not. 

The Chief Justice—Do you mean legal 
powers ? 

Mr. Dickie said that he meant legal powers, 
and, he would have no difficulty in stating 
how ‘matters stood, because there was 
evidence of it. 

From 1643-1648, Mr. Dickie said, 
Westminster Assembly of Divines 
sitting; they were preparing the Directory of 
Public Worship, the Catechisms (larger and 
smaller), and an Exposition of the Reformed 
Faith as the true Protestant Faith, accord- 
ing to the Scriptures. There was evidence 
that the two catechisms were presented to 
the Commonwealth Parliament, but there was 
no evidence that it was made an Ordinance. 
In 1649 an Act of Parliament was passed in 
Scotland approving these two catechisms. 
From 1641 to 1649 Ormonde was undoubtedly 
in Ireland, but the Catholic Confederacy in 
Kilkenny was in occupation. The Directory 
of Public Worship did not apply to Ireland, 
and no attempt was made to make an Order 
for Ireland until 1650. In 1649 there was no

No change was made in England 
up to 1657, when any person could make any 
rules or laws that he wished with regard 
to any endowment that he wished to make, 
except that he could not make a regulation 
to endow .a Popish priest.

That was 
the position of affairs when this deed was 
made in 1657.

AMENDMENTS TO BILL. 


On the Committee stage of the Control 
of Prices Bill, a Government amendment was 
agreed to, to the effect that references to 
wholesale prices charged, or to be charged, 
for a schbdehed commodity shall be construed 
as references to the price at which such 
commodity is sold, or to be sold, wholesale 
to the person engaged in the retail business 
of such commodity 

A further amendment agreed to was that 
bankruptcy, or convictions in courts of 
competent. jurisdiction, or absence from all 
sittings of the Commission, without permis- 
sion of the Minister; for three months, shall 
disqualify a member of the Commission. 

Another amendment agreed to set out that 
if a member of the Commission is personally 
interested in any question under investigation 
he shall not, without the Minister's permis- 
sion, act on the Commission to investigate 
that particular matter. 

Another amendment was agreed to which 
provides that after investigation the Com- 
mission, without naming persons, may pub- 
lish notice that retail, or wholesale, or both, 
prices are unreasonably high, and should br 
reduced within a specified time. If such 
reductions are not made, the Minister shall 
be notified and given reasons why the prices 
are deemed unreasonably high. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON had down an amend- 
ment requiring detailed information to he 
given, if it was sought by the purchaser, 
regarding weight, measure, or number of the 
commodities sold when the total reached 
certain prices, and, afier discussion, a re- 
drafted amendment was agreed to providing 
that where a person sells a scheduled com- 
modity the price of which exceeds 2s., he 
shall, if so required, state the description, 
whether sale by net weight or measure or 
number, and the sums charged. 

The report stage of the bill was sed.

TREATMENT OF MOTOR 
TRADE, 


On the Committee stage of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) No. 4 Bill, 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that the proposed 
exemption from duty of certain component 
parts of motor cars would have the effect, 
as represented to him, of throwing 150 or 
200 men out of employment. Personally, he 
considered that the motor frade had been 
very harshly dealt with, and he would be 
very slow to advocate the elimination from 
the bill of anything that would he in thé 
nature of a measure of relief for it. He would 
like to have some statement from the Minister 
as to the position of the mechanics whe had 
found employment in the manufacture of 
parts, such as valves and pistons. 3 

Mr. LEMASS said that representations had 
been made to him, but he understood that thé 
employment given had been in the nature of 
grinding cylinders and valves, and making 
parts for obsolete types of cars. It was cor- 
rect to say that some motor parts could he 
made in this country, but he had no definite 
information as to the extent to which it was 
done. The main object of the exemption from 
duty of unassembled component parts of cars 
was to encourage the assembly of them here. 


IMPORTERS’ LICENCES. 


Replying to Mr. Douglas, the MINISTER | 


said that he thought it most inadvisable to 
publish particulars of licences issued to im- 
portirg firms. There was a danger in the 
ease of firms which were licensed to import 
special machinery. 

Sir JOHN REANE said that it was 
ridiculous that Governments should be given 
a blank cheque in such matters. Parliament 
should be vigilant, and the only effective 
vigilance was insistence on publication. 
Where special machinery was imported details 
need not be given, but the danger lay m re 
gard to the import of general commodities. 

Mr. LEMASS said that, altheugh thé 
Government had complete discretion in isán- 
ing licences, certain principles were laid down 
in regard to their issue under the general 
duties, and licences could only bé 
when the conditions were conformed to.

REDUCED GENERAL STANDARD. 

The general standard of remuneration, he 
Km sang had already been drastically 
uced from the level obtaining ten years 


ago. 

in 1922 the scales of pay laid down for civil 
servants in the Saorstat area were less than 
the standard scales for British civil servants, 
on account of the erroneous belief that living 
was chéaper here than in Great Britain. 
Following the change of Government then 
made, still further reduced scales were intro- 
duced, which had ht the standard of 
Civil Service remuneration here well below 
what was considered appropriate under 1914 
opaiiiiana : 

The basic pay {i.¢., pay on a pre-War basis) 
which was in existence in 1922 was the result 
of an agreement with the staffs. That agree- 
ment was scrapped without negotiation with 
the staffs. Since that ha no new agree- 
ments had been made with the staffs and no 
machinery was provided for negotiating 
agreements or for reference of disputes to 
arbitration. 

It was noteworthy also that reductions had 

made in basic scales of which the 
poseneeing wer had already been reduced 
low pre-War by the method of applying the 


THE BONUS. 

The bonus system was intended to com 
pensate civil servants to some extent for the 
decreased purchasing power of their pay fixed 
on a pre-War basis, and was arrived at by an 
agreement made with the staffs over twelve 
years age That agreement in practice had 
operated harshly upon the staffs, but the 
Gevernment which tore up the basic pay 
agreement held down the staffs to their 
bargain on bonus. 

The method of applying the bonus, which 
gave inadequate compensation for the in- 
creased cost of living to all but the lowest 
paid civil servants, had been challenged by 
the whele organised Civil Service. 

The suitability of the official cost of livi 
index figure for Civil ice purposes 
also been chailen by the whole Civil 
Service. As a result the present Goverpment 
had set up a committee to mvestigate com-

plaints regarding the ay x0 
ef computing the index figure from Civil | 


Service staff organisations. Such complainis 
had been addressed to the Government Com- 
mittee by the Civil Service Federation, and 
it was claimed that, pending the investigation 
of the Federation's complaints, no further 
reduction in bonus should be made. 

The mew of the index figure exp by 
the present Minister for Finance was that it 
could not be properly applied as an indicator 
of the change in the cost of maintaining the 
standard of living which might be properly 
enjoyed by the lower grade civil servant or by 
any civil servant. In face of this, the Federa- 
tion was confident that Mr. MacEntee would 
appreciate the reasonableness of their present 
shai It felt confident also that, as members 
of the present Ministry while in Opposition 
supported the Service claims for the suspen- 
sion of a previous reduction in bonus, they 
would now exercise their power to avert the 
impending reduction. 


“ CUTTING ” THE CHARWOMAN. 


The Fedération, he continued, bélieved that 
the Government would net extend less con- 
sideration to its own employés than it had 
recently shown to the railway employés. The 
arbitration award was to reducé a standard 
of pay which was stated to be 150 per cent.

6d. per week was in 
danger of a cut of lis. per week. 

Any suggestion that the January reduction 
should be accepted by the Civil Service as an 
‘economy cul, '” on account of financial 
position of the State could not be ‘ng, entre 
In view of the foregeing. The whole icé 
had already made clear its view that an 
“economy cut ” on it was not justifiable. 
Even if the Service could be brought to admit 
that such a cut was justified in principle, it 
would also agree that it could bé apphéd in 
no worse way than a way in which the 
heaviest sacrifices would be required from 
those with least money.

ASSOCIATION'S STATEMENT. 

The Association’s outlook on the position 
has been trenchantly put before the City 
Manager under four heads, in a statement by 
the Secretary, Mr. P. Deey, 

Mr. Deey wrote as follows :— 

“1—We understand that the whole of the 

recently allocated has been applied 

for. Was t that a further sum of at 
least £150,000 be made available at as early a 
daté as possible, to be followed by additional 
moneys as required. This continuity of 
supply of money is essential for the smooth 
carrying on of our industry in view of the 


re. nf oe ee y .of finance for house 
purchase from other sources. It is necessary 
to plan building schemes months and some- 


times a year and more in advance of the 
actual start of building operations. This can-. 
not be done unless there is a fair prospect 
that purchasers will be forthcoming. If we 


supply of mo will be made available, we 
can make our plans with confidence and this 
ensure continuous employment fer our 
workers. On the other hand, should there be 
a gap between the exhaustion of one sum and 
the supply of the next employment in the 
houte-building industry will be spasmodic and 
unsatisfactory. 

“2—We understand that the Corporation 
feels that it is carrying too high a proportion 
of this business of financing house purchase. 
We would point out that up to about June 
this year the Irish and British insurance com- 

ies and local building societies were cater- 
ing for a considerable portion of the business. 
The stoppage of supplies from these sources is, 
in our opinion, a temporary one, due chiefly 
to the uncertainty of the political situation. 
We anticipate that these sources will probably 
mi when the position becomes more 
settled. When this occurs the Corporation 
could ease off, but up to such date we suggest 
that an excess provision would be more advan- 
tageous to the State as a whole than under 
provision of supplies. 

““3—We suggest that, in view of the heavy 

oyment prevailing in Dublin, and the 
rreat sums being spent on relief, it would be 
in the interests the city to increase the 
advances from 80 per cent. to. 90 per cent. 
of the purchase price. This might involve 
the Corporation in some slight additional 
risk, but we feel this would be more than 
compensated for by the largely imcreased 
employment that would ensue. We under- 
stand that the relief grants are being pro- 
vided principally by the Government, and 
we consider that some scheme might he 
evolved under which the Government wonld 
allocate a portion of these moneys for the 
pu of imdemnifying the Corporation 
acemet this contingency. 

‘‘4—The normal wage roll of all house 
builders in Dublin is well over £100,000 per 
annum, the whole of which goes back into 
the city amongst shopkeepers ani other 
interests, Our imdustry is dependent for its 
very exwtence at present on a sufficient nom-

The Revolt of Europe. 


A promise was made long ago to him 
““that swéareth unto his neighbour and 
disappointeth him not, though it were to 
his own hindrance.’’ Great Britain 
alone among. the nations of 
Europe, can claim the fulfilment of that 
promise. Elsewhere there is a general re- 
volt against the further payment of War 
debts to the United States. During the 
present week Belgium and Poland have 
répudiated them. Yesterday - morning, 
after a prolonged session, the French 
Chamber repudiated them; and M. 
Herriot’s Government, which proposed to 
pay the December instalment, has fallen 
To-day, then, the British 
instalment is| the only fraction of 
Europe’s heavy toll of debt that will 
reach the American Treasury. Its 
burden has become intolerable, and, 
since America has refused a seisachtheia, 
the nations have taken the matter into 
their own hands. The European Sindbad 
has thrown off the American old man of 
the sea. Moreover, there can be little doubt 
that to-day’s British payment will be the 
last on the present scale. The British 
Government has put its case to Washing- 
ton in Notes of extreme force and clarity. 
This payment, it has explained, does not 
resume the agreed system of annual pay- 
ments, but is a contribution to a final 
For the moment America may 
not accept the British point of view, but 
she is committed, at least, to an early 
reopening of the whole question of War 
debts. 

Britain has not repudiated her War 
debt ; and her claim for revision is based 
on three incontrovertible facts. If she is 
forced to pay to the uttermost farthing, 
such payment must ruin her own 
trade, must ruin the trade of the 
United States, and must undo the 
whole War settlement in Europe. The Free 
State Government seeks to compare its 
own definite repudiation of the land 
annuities with the British Government’s 
demand for a revision of War debts, but 
no such analogy is possible. . In the first 
place, the Free State’s debt, not to the 
British Government, but to British bond- 
holders, was incurred for the sole and 
selfish benefit of the Irish farmers. The 
British War debt was incurred as the 
price of the whole world’s freedom, and 
every penny of it, as Mr. Chamberlain 
said yesterday, was spent in the purchase 
of goods from the country to which the 
debt is‘ due. Furthermore, Britain has 
forgiven to other European nations the 
debts on which she had counted for her 
own payments to the United States. In the 
next place, Britain’s case is that she 
cannot ‘continue to pay her full debt 
without ruin. The Free State never was 
unable to pay the land annuities, and now 
her farmers actually are paying them 
twice over. In the third place, Britain, 
after punctual payments up to this very 
day, now invites America to a full 
examination of the whole ‘problem. It 
is beyond doubt that, if Mr. de Valera had 
invited the British Government. to such an 
examination, he would have obtained long

Already the other, nations of Europe have 
made their final repudiation. «Between 
national bankrupécies. and international 
distrust, trade will decay, and wat may 
become the last desperate resort of broken 
lands. Yet even such accumulated misery 
would be out-topped by the moral 
spectacle of a mighty nation debaséd and 
dehumanised “by the greed of gold, 
Nineteen centuries of Christian striving 
would have ended in the apotheosis of 
Mammonism. 


Small Dwellings. 


One of the few. encouraging features of 
Dublin’s economy recently has been the 
comparative activity of the building trades. 
To a considerable extent this prosperity 
has been a result of the Small Dwellings 


‘Acquisition Act, which authorises the 


Dublin Corporation to advance up to 
ninety per cent. of the value of a house. 
Three months ago the Corporation allotted 
the sum of £150,000 for the purposes of 
this Act, but never advanced more than 
eighty per cent. Thus, if the assessed 
value was £1,000—which is the maximum 
sum allowed under the Act—the Corpora- 
tion would lend the buyer £800, leaving 
him to find the additional £200 from his 
own resources. According.to a statement 
which has been placed before the Corpora- 
tion by the Dublin and District House 
Builders’ Association, all the money that 
was ear-marked for the purposes of the 
Act now has been exhausted, with the 
result that. the livelihood of some two 
hundred workers in the building trades is 
endangered. The Association points out 
that the great insurance companies and 
building societies, which formerly financed 
the building of so many houses, are 
affected now by the uncertainties of 
the political situation, and that, 
unless the Corporation comes to the 
the building trades will be 
very severely. It suggests two

under the Small Dwellings Act; and it 
should increase its advances from eighty 
to ninety per cent. The number of persons 
in Dublin who could find up to thirty 
per cent. of the cost of a new house never 
was very large, and it has been diminish- 
ing steadily of late. For every one, how- 
ever, who could raise thirty per cent. there 
are two who could find ten or fifteen 
per cent.; and the builders reckon. that, if 
the Corporation would raise the limit. of 
its loans, the housing market could be 
doubled. We have much sympathy with 
the builders, and we hope, with the Lord 
Mayor, that the Corporation’s committee 
will be able to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments. 
of money for housing purposes . would 
enable the building trades to make 
their plans in advance and to maintain 
the continuity of employment which 
is so important to the working man. It 
would be a great boon also to that large 
number of citizens who are forced to pay 
stiff rents, when they might own their 
houses, simply because they cannot raise 
sufficient ready money to pay the neces- 
sary deposit. The Small Dwellings Acquisi- 
tion Act was intended to satisfy the needs 
of these persons; the Dublin Corporation 
now can give effect to its intention. 


Empire Broadcasting. 


We would recall the attention of the 
Free State Government to the urgency of 
participation in the new scheme of 
imperial broadcasting. The general 
aspects of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation’s scheme have been worked 
out already; trials have been made and 
have proved eminently satisfactory, and 
the series of regular programmes will 
begin within a very short time. For the 
purposes of the scheme the world has 
been divided into five’ zones. Every one 
of these will receive a two hours’ pro- 
gramme daily, and thereby the whole 
earth will be enabled to hear from Britain 
once in the course of every twenty-four 
hours. Until the scheme has ‘ found :is 
feet ” the expense will be borne by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation ; but the 
expectation is that after a while every 
Dominion will play its part by a contribu- 
tion to the expenses, and so wi' be 
entitled to “ have a say ’’ in the matter of 
programmes. We cannot stress too 
strongly the value of such a privilege to 
the Free State. Probably no other country 
in the world has so many loyal sons in 
lands across the ocean, and certainly no 
other country possesses such inadequate. 
means to keep in touch with them. Irish 
news reache~ Ireland's ‘‘ exiles’’’ almost 
entirely through non-Irish media; it may 
not be distorted in the process, bu” un- 
doubtedly, they do not receive by any 
means as much as they could wish. A 
contribution to the B.B.C.'s plan, as we 
presume, would give the Free State a 
voice in the news that will issue from the 
imperial station, and she will be foolish 
if she does not seize the opportunity. 7

In fact, within ten years the consumption 
of spirit. per capita has fallen from .34 to

however, is shown in the case of beer. 
Viscount Snowden’s beer tax, imposed to 
help the Treasury, failed dismally from 
the financial point of view. Receipts from 
the duty were down by £1,300,000 on the 
final estimate; furthermore, the number 
of licences issued to brewers continues to 
fall. It would be unwise to draw 
conclusions concerning the tastes of 
a nation from these figures; for 
nobody can say exactly how much of 
Britain’s new sobriety is due to an actual 
belief in the virtue of moderation, and 
how much springs from the enhanced 
price of liquor and the growing scarcity of 
money... Nevertheless, competent observers 
say that there is a very real reaction 
against the abuse of alcohol in England: 
and, unquestionably, the same tendency 
can be seen in the Free State.

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THREATENED RUPTURE 
OVER OIL COMPANY. -

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


Both Persia and Great Britain are 
appealing to the League of Nations in the 
dispute over the cancéllation of the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company’s concession, and the 
League Council will meet on Monday of 
Tuesday next to consider this latest inter- 
national problem. 

Sir Robert Vansittart, Permanent 
Under-Secretary for. Foreign Affairs, 
to-day, on behalf of Great Britain, 
addressed the following telegram to the 
Secretary-General of the League : — 

““ A dispute having arisen between H.M. 
Government in the United Kingdom and 
the Imperial Government of lersia, in 
consequence of the Persian Government’s 
action in purporting to cancel the con- 
cession held by the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, a British company, and His 
Majesty’s Government being of the opinion 
that this dispute is likely to lead to a 
rupture, I have the honour to request, 
under instructions from His Majesty’s 
Government, that the matter may be sub- 
mitted to the Council of the League of 
Nations, in accordance with the terms of 
Article 15 of the Covenant of the League. 

‘A statement of the case of His 
Majesty’s Government will be communi- 
cated to you at the earliest possible 
moment, and His Majesty’s Government 
hope that the Council may find it possible 
to deal with the matter on December 19th 
or 20th.”’ 

As regards Persia, it is understood that 
the. Persian Minister to Switzerland, as 
head of the Permanent Delegation to the 
League, will be entrusted with the pre- 
sentation of her case. 

In the House of Commons Capt. Eden 
stated that in view of the intimation con- 
tained in the reply of the Persian Govern:

According to the law, the 
gold im the Issue Department of the Bank oc’ 
England is valued at the old © par, 
and any profits of the sale of gold 
or losses on the purchases -of gold 
as compared with the old par value, are 
dealt with in the Exchange Equalisation Ac- 
count, The Bank,.thetefore, will get nineteen 
and a half millions as ‘the value of the pur- 
chase of its gold ‘and the other ten: millions, 
making up the twenty-nine and a halt 
milliéns, will go into the Exchange Equalisa- 
tion Account, where it will. remain as an-asset 
until it is required for the purpose of buying 
gold at the current price of the day. ; 

On the liability side of the issue depart- 
ment, the notes, oí: course, would be reduced 
by the nineteen and a half million pounds 
by which the gold had been reduced. That 
meant a reduction in’ the Bank reserves in 
the banking department, which would be “aet 
by Treasury bits: 

The payment,*Mr; Chamberlain continued, 
was in connection with a debt, obligation, 
and, like -all .debt obligations, would be 
charged on the .Consolidated Fund, and ‘no 
special legislative authority was required to 
make the payment.

SUMMER TRAFFIC 


MAINTAINED 
——— ' 


At a meeting of the National Executive 
of the Irish Tourist Association held in the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, the Pre- 
sident, Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, in referring to 
the prospects for the year 1933, emphasised 
the importance of the Association having an 
assurance of at least its present revenue to 
cover public requirements. He hoped, he said, 
that public bodies when considering the ques- 
tion. of rates for tourist purposes would see 
the distinction between rates which have to 
be struck for maintenance purposes and those 
such as the tourist rate. i 
He denied the suggestions that the tourist 
industry had been impai by the present 
differences between this country and Great 
Britain. The number of visitors from Britain 
to the Free State last July, he said, exceeded 
the number of July, 1931. The Free State 
was fortanate in being able to sustain its 
tourist traffic, and even to increase it in these 
years of depression, while reports from other 
countries, especially on the Continent, showed 
4 serious decline. ! 

The ‘members of the various public bodies 
present at the ing expressed confidence 
that they would be able to convince their re- 
spective bodies with the. information which 
they had of the Association’s activities, of 
the wisdom and necessity of renewed support 
for tourist advertising.

From the meet at Loughrea, the first 
draw was Corneen, which held. After 
a time hounds succeeded in driving a bad 
fox into the open, but only for a moment, as 
he worked over the road back into covert.

Masonbrook, a small scrub at the head of 
Lough Rea held a fox, which was hunted the 
length of the bog before being lost.

Mr. O'Sullivan (a Councillor)}—This Council 
is forcing the workers to be Communists. 


ALLEGED ABUSE. 

It was stated that the Board of Health 
on the previous day had cut off the increased 
home assistance allowance for unemployed, 
but had requested “the County Council to 
approve of schemes for the relief of distress, 
so that they might secure Government grants 
for the relief of the unemployed for the 
county. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. L. Ryan) said that 
the Council had no authority in regard to 
home assistance, and he suggested that they 
should go on to the next business. 

Mr. Holden—And let the people starve? 
We will not! have that. 

The Chairman—We have no jurisdiction. 

Mr. Holden—Very well. You will see what 
will happen in Tipperary, then. 

The Chairman—Do not be making threats 
to us. 

When Mr. O'Sullivan asked that a repre- 
sentative of the unemployed should be heard, 
the Chairman said: “ We will hear no 
deputations.

Smuggled Oats. 


Farmer who Never Heard of 
The Duty. 


— 


When charged on remand at Carrickmacross 
with importing a load of oats from Northern 
Ireland into the Free State on the llth 
November last without paying the duties. 
Andrew Donaldson, a farmer, of Clohogue, 
County Armagh, said that he had brought 
the oats to O’Rourke’s mills, in Dundalk, to 
have them sampled on the Monday before the 
seizure. No duty was demanded from him 
by the Customs. The oats having been found 
satisfactory, he was directed to have them 
conveyed to branch mills at Inniskeen. If 
he had any intention of smuggling, as there 
was a Garda barracks on the route, he would 
be walking into the “‘lion’s mouth.”’ 

He added that he did not know that there 
had. been duties on oats for the past eighteen 
months, although he was accustomed to bring- 
ing in oats. His neighbours knew nothing of 
the duties either, and they brought in oats 
many a time. He never read, heard, or 
learned from newspapers or discussions on 
.public boards of the existence of the duty 
(7s, 6d. per cwt.). 

The Justice said that, apart from the early 
morning start, there did not appear to be 
evidence of dishonest intent. 

Mr. J. J. Keenan (State Solicitor)—I would 
agree if your honour thinks he has been living 
the life of a hermit in the seclusion of. Robin- 
son Crusoe. The farmers are '“ not so green,” 
but are. as a rule, very quick, in my opinion, 
to hear anything that affects their welfare. 

Mr. P. J. Kennedy, solicitor, defending, 
said that it was no benefit to this man stbse- 
quently to bring the oats to Inniskeen, as they 
had been bought at the Dundalk mills. He 
could have left the oats there. 

The Justice said that it was extraordinary 
how this man never heard about the duties 
or was reminded of them. He was, however, 
giving him the benefit of the doubt, though 
it might be a strain on his belief. 

Dismissing the case with a caution, the 
Justice said that 7s. 6d. duty must be paid, 
and added that the defendant should petition 
the Commissioners to get back his dats.

Lucey, LL.B., solicitor, Macroom, when de- 
fending a _ defaulting annuitant, at the 
Macroom District Court yesterday. He con- 
tended that the Land Commission were ex- 
pressly bound by statute to hand over the 
annuities to the credit of the Land Purchase 
Account; that they were in the position of 
a trustee; that as a result of their with- 
holding annuities a 50 per cent. tariff had 
been, imposed on live stock going into Eng-

10d., 
arrears of annuities, Mr. Jasper Wolfe, 
T.D., solicitor, said that his client was sued 
by the Land Commission, but he never 
borrowed from them. -He did borrow from 
other people, andl he was willing to pay the 
latter. The annuities were paid to the Land 
Commission as trustees for the lenders of 
the money, and if it was not owed to them 
it was not owed to anyone else. The Land 
Commission were defaulting trustees, and, 
while that was going on his client did not 
propose to pay his money. He (Mr. Wolfe) 
was not preaching the non-payment of 
annuities, but he objected to the money being 
misapplied. The present position was brought 
about by those behind the Land Commission. 
He.asked for an adjournment of the case 
pending the hearing of a test case.

The defendant was at the 
front ot the crowd, and was one of the first 
to remove the furniture from the lorry.

UNIFICATION, 


' The societies felt that it was their duty to 
inform the Minister that they considered 
there were grave objections to unification 
and, though in a lesser degree, to nationalisa- 
tion, as a means of administering the 
National Health Insurance Scheme. Having 
discharged that obligation, however, they 
recognised that the ultimate responsibility 
rested upon the Minister, and if in his discre- 
tion he decided that unification, or any other 
form of reconstruction, was imperative, then, 
provided the interests of the insured persons 
and of the staffs of the Approved Societies 
were fully safeguarded, it would be the duty 
of these Societies to place their knowledge 
and experience at the Midister’s disposal, so 
as to help in placing the National Health In- 
IE system on a sound and satisfactory 
asis. 


THE ALTERNATIVES. 


_In moving the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman (Mr. T. Hutchinson, Irish National 
Foresters) said that with regard to the pro- 
posed unification of approved socities it 
would appear that the alternatives put for- 


ward by the representatives of the Associa-- 


tion were not acceptable to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, who 
appeared to be definitely in favour of that 
proposal. It was desirable to submit further 
proposals, designed to protect and safeguard
